COMMUNIST PARTY MEMBERSHIP. "IT'S BEEN A LOAD * HE SIGHED. 

CAPLIN WAS THE FIRST WITNESS CALLED BEFORE THE SENATE INTERNAL 
SECURITY SUBCOMMITTEE AT WHAT IT DESCRIBED AS AN INQUIRY INTO COMMUNIST 
ACTIVITIES IN MASS COMMUNICATIONS. 

IN RESPONSE TO NEWSMEN*S QUESTIONS AFTER THE HEARING, CAPLIN SAID 
HE IS A BROTHER OF AL CAPP, THE CARTOONIST WHO DRAWS LI*L ABNER AND 
OTHER COMIC STRIPS. 

A DARK-HAIRED MAN NEATLY DRESSED IN A SPORTS JACKET AND GRAY FLANNEL 
SLACKS. CAPLIN TOLD THE SUBCOMMITTEE HE JOINED THE COMMUNIST PARTY IN 
1938 AND QUIT IT SEVERAL MONTHS BEFORE GOING INTO THE ARMY IN 1942.
